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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed 3/8/05. 

2. The Amendment filed 3/8/05 successfully overcomes the rejections set forth in 
paragraph 5 of the Office Action mailed 1 1/17/04. Accordingly, this rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
"Thin Photo-Patterned Internal Polarizers for LCDs" by Kozenkov et al. (Kozenkov). 
Kozenkov discloses a method of forming a polarizer comprising forming a layer of 
photo-chemically stable azo dye AD-1 (i.e. the same dye as in Example 2 of the present 
invention) on a substrate, and illuminating the layer through a mask. See the abstract, 
the last sentence of section 1 Introduction, and the "third method" in section 3 Results 
and Discussions. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13, 15, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over "Thin Photo-Patterned Internal Polarizers for LCDs" by Kozenkov et 
al. (Kozenkov) in view of US 5,340,504 to Claussen (Claussen). The disclosure of 
Kozenkov is discussed above in paragraph 4. However, Kozenkov does not disclose 
providing the azo dye within a polymer matrix. Claussen discloses a light-polarizing film 
comprising a water-soluble organic polymer, for example polyvinyl alcohol, containing 
one or more azo dye. See the abstract and column 4, lines 29-49. It would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the requisite art to provide a polymer, as taught by Claussen, in 
the polarizer of Kozenkov it is taught that providing a dye in a polymer film is an art- 
recognized alternative to providing a layer of a dye by itself when forming a polarizer 
comprising an azo dye.
